Overall Seaway cargo slumps this year

The St. Lawrence Seaway 
is reporting mixed results for 
its shipping season so far this 

Results for the first half of 
the season were bolstered by 
shipments of construction 
materials and heavy lift cargo 
for the renewable energy sec¬ 
tor, according to the latest fig¬ 
ures released Friday. 

However, global weakness 
for some commodities slowed 
overall tonnage results. 

The Seaway said the fall 
outlook is also tempered by 
a drought in western Canada, 
which has lowered expecta¬ 
tions for the harvest. 

According to figures from 
the St. Lawrence Seaway Man¬ 
agement Corp., dry bulk ton¬ 


nage from April 2 to Aug. 31 — 
including road salt from Cana¬ 
dian mines and construction 
materials — was 5.4 million 
metric tons, up 9% over the 
same period in 2014. 

Bruce Hodgson, director of 
development for the Seaway, 
said the Welland Canal hasn’t 
experienced a noticeable dif¬ 
ference compared to other 


“And a lot of this is being 
driven by what's happening in 
China and globally,” he said. 

ore had previously been mov¬ 
ing through the canal to Que¬ 
bec City for export to China. 

“We’re not seeing that activ¬ 
ity this year,” Hodgson said. 
"The other factor we're watch¬ 
ing closely, and it could play 


out not as badly as it looks 
now, is grain from Western 
Canada.” 

While Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan have suffered from 
drought conditions, Manitoba 
has enjoyed a record crop. 

“We think that could bring 
some positive news as we get 
to the end of the season and 
that grain begins to move,” 
Hodgson said. 

Elsewhere along the Seaway 
system, cement and aggregate 
shipments into the Port of 
Toronto from the start of the 
season to the end of luly were 
up by 7% compared to the 
same period last year. That's 
to supply the city's robust con¬ 
struction sector. 

The Port of Thunder Bay 
also saw an upsurge in traf¬ 
fic in heavy-lift general cargo

shipments through the Sea¬ 
way between April 2 and 
Aug. 31, up 23% compared 
to last season. That port has 
received wind turbines, over¬ 
sized equipment for a north¬ 
ern Ontario gold mine and 
machinery for energy projects 
in Alberta's oil sands. 


These areas of strength, 
however, were offset by that 
16% decline in shipments of 
iron ore through the Seaway, 
a 38% decrease in coal ship¬ 
ments, and a slump in Cana¬ 
dian grain cargoes compared 
to a banner year in 2014. 

The result is overall cargo 


tonnage on the Seaway from 
Apr. 2-Aug. 31 was 18.3 mil¬ 
lion metric tons, down 10.6% 
from the same period last

This fall, District School Board of Niagara is 
ahead of the curve. 

As thousands of students start another 
year of school, students attending DSBN 
schools will join a huge new concussion edu¬ 
cation program and action-plan. 

It's part of a growing trend among schools 
and post-secondary institutions — includ¬ 
ing Ridley College and the Niagara Catholic 
board — to address the growing concern of 
head injuries. 

At DSBN, the program goes as far as to pro¬ 
vide young kids with stickers for their shirts 
telling others they’ve bumped their head and 
“please keep an eye on me.” 

"It’s a really comprehensive new concus- 


been trained in it, she said. 

Starting this fall, students will get concus¬ 
sion-education lessons in grades 1,4,8 and 
9. 

“The focus for those lessons stating in 
Grade 1 is simply getting kids to report their 
concussions, to tell people when you've had 
a bump onyour head... signs and symptoms 
and reporting their own and friend's signs 
and symptoms," Courtois said. 

“For instance, 'my Mend is wobbly’ is a 
term students might use in Grade 1.” 

Students are also told about post-concus¬ 
sion recovery at school — and that it may 
include not being part of recess for a while 
or temporarily avoiding rooms with bright 
lights.

Its opening policy statement says 
the board recognizes “children and 
adolescents are among those at 
greatest risk for concussions and... 
the risk is greatest where collisions 


can occur, such as during physical 
education classes, playground time 
or school-based sports activities.” 

Ridley's sports therapist, Lenny 
Ferraro, said his school's has had 
a concussion protocol that follows 
international guidelines since 2000, 
and has been using an online con¬ 
cussion program since 2010. 


Online baseline and followup tests 
are a tool Ferraro and doctors use to 
evaluate a student’s readiness to 
return to sports. 

It is also provides an easier way for 
them to track current and previous 
injuries, Ferraro said, as the results 
canbeaccessed from anywhere and 
transferred to other schools or teams.
